BRUSSELS — NATO aclmowledged Wednesday 
that at-least one laser-guided bomb milssa<^ its 
intended military target and exploded m a oetgh- 
borhood of civilian houses m souAerc Serbia. 
Yugoslav authorities, who disclosed Ae overni^t 
incident, said that at least 20 people had been

^It Was Utter Chaos^ as Teacher Lay Dying in School

L riTLETON, Colorado — For more 
than three hours^ William Sanders lay 
dying on a classroom flcKV. Terrified 
students with cell phones called fran- 
tically for an ambulance the teacher, shot 
twice while helping students See gunfire in the 
Columbine High Sdiool cafeteria last wedc. 
They used tb^ shirts to innd his woun^. 
Tb ^ hu ng a sign from a window: “HELP. 
BLEEDING TO Z^ATH." When tescoera 
finally arrived about 3!d hours after the first 
riiots were fired, the 48-yw-oid Mr. Sanders 
died as he was being cruried from the class- 
room. 

In the aftermath of the cam^ April 20, the 
family of- the teacher has r&ed questions 
about the police response, especially the long 
wait in sending rescuers into the ciassroonL

“Some policymakers at all levels 
may want to impose an esq>lidt mor- 
atorium <Ki gambling e;q»nsion 
while awaiting further resevch and 
assessment,” the National 
Gambling Impact Study Commis- 
sion concluded. 

The panel q>lit over to language,

’’moratoriunL” Hve commission- 
ers approved the wording, while four 
voted no. At least one pro-pmtdu^ 
commission member, Terrence 
Laxmi, chairman of the MGM Grand 
hotel in Las Vegas, said he now 
planned lo write a minority report.

NEW YORK — Joining a small gronp 
of newspapOT. The New York 'nmes 
wiU ban cigarette advestteing in its 
pages, effective Saturday. 

Tbe newspaper decitted to impose the 
ban because of concent about to harm- 
ful effects of cigarette smoking,' said 
Nancy Nielsen, a ^keswoman tor Tbe 
New York Times Co. 

“Deciding on to accrotance of ad- 
vertising ofiiCT means we ^ve to weigh 
to pm and cons of competing and 
sometimes conflicting values,'* Ms. 
Nielsen said, adding, “We don’t want to 
expose our readers to advertising that 
m^ be dangerous to their health.” 

Last year, cigarette advertising 
amounted to less than 1 percent of tbe 
newspaper’s $1 billion in advertising 
revenue. 

For all intents, Tbe Times has already 
run its last cigarette ad. A fiill-page colcv 
advertisement for Carlton cigarettes, 
made by the Brown & Williamson To- 
bacco unit of British American Tobacco 
FLC. was published Mon^y. No others 
are scheduled for tbe rest of the week. 

Tbe new policy comes as to tobacco 
industry faces a prohibition on cigarette 
billboi^ advertising this mpnifa, part of 
a $206 billioD agreement the intostry 
reached with 46 states to resolve to 
states’ claims for health costs. 

With to ban, Tbe New York Times 
enters the anti-smoking side of a loog- 
rnoning debate within American jour- 
nalism. Most American newspqm^ pub- 


lishers contend that it is their duty to 
mainraift a free flow of ittfomiation tot 
r^uires that ifa^ adopt as few restric- 
tions as TOSsible ou the advertising of 
I^al products. 

SmidL a spokesman for Brown 
& WUiiamson, said thai The Tlmes’s 
action has symbolic, rather than prac- 
tical. wei^t, because it is a large na- 
tion^ new^pcT. More than a dozen 
other Amoican newspapers refuse cig- 
arette adveztisiog, among them The 
Seatde Times, Tbe Deseret News of Salt 
Tjirg City and The Qiristian Science 
Monitor. 

Tbe Times also does not accqit ad- 
vettisiog for a variety of other legal 
products, like handguns, Mace or tear 
gas. 

The ban only applies to Tbe Times, 
not any of the cooipany’s other news- 
papers, which inciode Tbe Boston 
Globe. “All of our newspaper properties 
have tbe autononty to make decisions 
about the advertising they aco^” Ms. 
Nielsen said. Tbe Times is a half-owner 
of to Iniemational Herald Tribune. 

ArthorO. SnltorgerJr, publisher of 
Tbe Times and charnnan of to com- 
pany, said be did not consider cigarette 
advertising a fr ec -speech issue. 

“Tbe First Amendment gives to 
press the right to publish what it chooses 
to,” be said. “It doesn’t force to press 
to publish something, whether that’s a 
Dews story or an advertisemenL We 
continue to support to right of other 
publications to tun any advertisement 
ibcty feel is appropriate for their andi- 
ence."

On Religious Cult’s Gathering

SHANGHAI — The Ounese author- 
ities broke their official silence Wed- 
nesday on tbe recent demonstration in 
the hrort of Beiji^ by more than 10,000 
followen ^ a religious cult called Falun 
Gong, calling the gathering ‘ ’coinpletely 
wrong.” 

A report by the Xinhua news a^ocy. 
cani^ in several newspapers andbroad- 
cast on state television and radio, ac- 
knowledged that the protest had oc- 
emred seemed to try to warn otiier 
potential protesters not to try anytiiing. 

“This kind of gathering affected the 
Communist Arty's Centm Committee 
and State CouocU as well as tbe life of 
the maues. and was completely 
wrong," toe report said. ** Actions en- 
dangering social stability uc^er toe pre- 
I text of practicing qigong must be pun- 
I isbed according to law.” 


Qigong is a broad category of ira- 
litio^ Chinese teaphinp that believes 


ditiooal Chinese teaphmg that believes 
that human energy can be channeled to 
t^^Jrove physiem and mental h^th, 
he^ ilin^ and, when mastered, to 
adiieve supernatural powers. Falun 
Gong is a pan^ular sea of qigong, led 
by Li Hongzhi, a qigoi^ master whose 
following became so large that he left 
I China under pressure from the autbor- 
^ ities two years ago and now lives in New 
: York. 


Tbe statement Wednesday, relatively 
mild by today’s standards, reflected the 
ambiguous wary pmtion of China’s 

government toward qigong followers. 
Thc^ represent apotential threat to Com- 
munist ^oty control that is amorphous 
and diffic ult to contain. Yet th^ are 
generally peacdul and enderfy except 
wbea supisessed. 

“Govonment officials have never 
banned people from practicing in vari- 
ous kuiM of qigong,” the report said.

WASHINGTON — Eva* since the 
Gtilf War, the Pennon has tried to 
transfonn its forces into lighter, mobile 
onits able to intervene s^riftly in the 
worid's trooble qx>ts. But as the war in 
fee Balkans has shown, tiie mdlitBry is 
anything but the “expeditionary" force 
itwantstobe. 

Despto tire expBofeture of billi^ 
doHara in the 19^ cm ships and aircraft 
to mve tiie U.S. militaiy rmrid 
global rea^ tiw Pentagon's war enort 
in the Balkans has strng^ed to overcome 
the obstacles jnhereat in moving mfl- 
itaiy might thousands of miles. 

Even dLqmriiing two dozen Apache 
heHcopters from Germany to Albama 
has caken a month as fee Pentagon 
juggled the need to provide aid to 
refoige^ wife the austere conditions of 
Albmiia’s airfield, while wrestling wife 
the NATO bureanoacy. 

The reasons for such delays vary — 
from the feet tiiat fee Pentagon has only 
reOenQy begun to les^pe its (ritn^im^ 
tation to the feet that few experts, after 
the Cctid War, envisioned fighting a 
jar land war in fee Balkans.

‘When NATO first addres^ the issue 
last aataunn, alliance planners estimated 
that 75,000 troops ^rould be needed to 
imrade Kosovo and as many as 200,000 
gromid fnices to take control of all of 
Yngoslayfe Three numbers are Ukely to 
grow' as aides to the NATO supreme 
commander.

date tiieir assessment in the next few 
weeks. 

**Ef we had an option — a planned 
option for ground forces — it would be a 
long and drawn-out proposition from the 
d^loyment to using it," General Henry 
Shdton, fee chairman ^ the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff, told Congress recently. 

No other country has fee means to 
move military forces aronod the globe 
die way fee United States can. But 
American strategy still rests on a simple 
feet Even the best forces are no good if 
they cannot get to the front quickly 
enough. 

The time needed is such that winter 
cooid arrive just as NATO assembled a 
mund force large enough to rout Ser- 
bian forces in Kosovo, which is ac- 
cessible from the sonfe only through 
naiTOW passes. 

Some milztaty experts sa}^ NATO and 
the Pentagon l»ve the ability to move 
more rapidly into fee Balkans but, so far, 
lack the will to do so. 

Michael O'Hanlon, an analyst at fee

tagon could defrfoy a smaller force — 
such as an assault division — within a 
montii, though a fear of casoaltire was 
driving plaimers to consider only using 
overwhelming force. 1^. O’Hanloo ad- 
ded that a lack of foresight, as mudi as 
logistics, would contribate to delay. 

“If fee administration had its head 
anywhere above water when this 
began," he said, “fe^ would have 
already been thinking about die need for 
ground forces. If they had started to 
send, say . a week into the war, th^'d be 
there by now." 

The collapse of fee Soviet Union — 
followed by the Pentagon’s struggle to 
amass the forces necessaiy to drive Iraqi 
troops out of Kuwait in 1991 — jM omp - 
ted fee military to rethink how it dis- 
patchre fracre to deri wife crises in fer- 
flung parts of the world. 

After fee Gulf War, all of fee U.S. 
aimed services moved to make them- 
selves more agile. But many of tbe new 
methods are still evolving. 

Becanse planner's felled to anticipate a 
major war in the BaOrans, the U.S. Army 


withdrew much of its stoclqnles fiom 
Europe. The army now has stocks for 
only t hr ee brigades — not even a fall 
dMsion — in the Nethoiaods, Gennany 
and Italy. 

Any significant groaod force de- 
pleted to fight in Yugoslavia would 
have to rely on equipment transported 
firnn fee United States. 

The army has ontiined a strategy fix* 
moving its forces, known as the Stra- 
fegic Mobility Program- Under thisplan, 
the army sets golds for moving different 
sizes arid strengths of tro^. 

A light iofenby division of 11,000 
soldiers, which can be flown most any- 
where feiriy quickly, is siqirosed to ar- 
rive w ithin 12 days. The neavier di- 
visions take loQger. TWo heavy armored 
divisions — with 34,000 troops and 
101342 tons of eqaqxneQt — should bo 
side to arrive in Eor^ from tiie United 
Stales within 30 days.

Kazakhstan Backs Russia on Kosovo

Kazakhstan, a farmer Soviet republic, is one of the most 
Asian of the Partnership for Peace countries that met last 
weekend mth Aeir NATO counterparts in Washington. 
Reachingfrom the Caspian Sea to China, it covers five times 
the area of Fiance, President Nursultan Nazarbayev, who 
has been praised few maintaining stability in his counny but 
increasingly criticized for autocratic rule, spoke in Wash- 
ington to Brum Knawlton of the International Herald 
Tribune about his view, and the impact on Russia, of the 
Kosovo crisis. 

Q. What is Kazakhstan's position on the crisis in

should be stopped, while at fee same time stof^iing tiie Serbs 
from pushing the Kosovars out of their country, and we 
should sit down and negotiate.

Time for Gun Control 


The Colorado school massacre has 
generated what amounts to a national 
conversation about causes and cures, 
raising issues as simple as school se- 
curity. as delicate as parental respon- 
sibility and as complex as the bio- 
logical and cultural roots of teenage 
violence. This discussion could well 
lead to a more alert and safer society. 
But there is one blindingly obvious 
issue that should be addressed right 
away — tbe issue of gun control. 


Congrees. nervous about tbe 
lobby, is divided on the subjecL The 


public, we suspecL is not divided at all. 
at least on the matter of keeping guns 
and explosives out of the hands of 
young people. The Colorado tragedy 
has provid^ tiie right moment to take 
the issue of gun control off automatic 
pilot, where It has been for years, and 
move it forward in a dramatic way. 

President Bill Clinton seems to have 
sensi^ titat such a moment may be at 
hand, that the couniiy may be at one of 
those me turning points where the 
weight of public shock and anger cre- 
ates die conditions for major legislative 
change. On Tuesday he offered a solid 
paclc^e of gun control measures. The 
package, a mixture of old measures 
Ignored by Congress and several new 
initiatives, offers no guaranty against 
a repetition of the CoioTado horror. No 
law can do that What these measures 
would do is reduce the risk by making it 
larder for disturbed young people to 
obtain guns and explosives. 

Such change will not come easy in 
this Congress. R^uUican leaders have 
expie^ed a wish for a aationat forum 
on “yooth an*d culture,” a clear in- 
dicatioo diey prefer to talk about 
anything other than gun control. The 
Democrats, many of whom attribute 
lh<^ congressioiol losses in 1994 lo 
that year's vote to ban assault weapons, 
seem equally skittish. *Tm not sure 
tiiat gUQ control is what we need,” said 
their leader in die Senate. Tom Daschle, 
who preferred to dilate about violence 
on the Internet and in the media. 

Yet Mr. Clinton’s package is one 
around which the public and Congress, 
if it will only open its eyes and ears, can 
usefiiUy rally. Its key elements de»ave 
thorough d^te and an up-or-down 
vote in both Houses of Congress by 
midsummer. We can think of no better 
legislative gift to the students who will 
be remming to school next fall 

Several provisions are aimed at clos- 
ing off the ways in which young people 
lay their hands on we^ions. One would 
raise Ae minimum age for possessing 
handguns to 21. Federal law prohibits 
fedei^y licensed gun dealers fr-om 
selling handguns to anyone under 21. 
but allows 18- to 20-year-olds to pos- 
sess .handguns and even to buy them 
from unlicensed sellers, such as an 


older friend, which may be how the 
Colorado shooters obtained some of 
their arsenal. Another proposal would 
ban juvenile possession of semiauto- 
nutic assault rhTes, as well as imports 
of higfa-capacit)' ammunition clips. 

A third provision would bold parents 
criminally liable when they “know- 
ingly or recklessly" allow a child ac- 
cess to a weapon that later causes death 
or injury. Sixteen states already have 
such laws, and they have helped reduce 
violence. A fourth provision would re- 
quire dealers, manufacturers and im- 
ports to provide a child safety lock 
with every gun. This proposal could be 
strengthen^ by requiring that the 
locks be pre-installed at the factory.

N ew YORK — By producing increasingly 
violent media, tfaie entertainineat industry 
hu for decades engaged in a lucrative 
dance with the devil 

Over the years, parents and consumer groups 
have continued to sound alarms about the effects 
diat violeDt films, television and ever-more-real- 
are havin g on their children and 

socieQr at large. 

The response — from what may be the most 
influential industry in the world — has con- 
sistently been a land of indignant shock that 
anyone would thii^ a silly old movie or game 
could have a measurable effect on anycme. 

“Kids can tell foe fofference between fantasy 
and reality,'* these executives have repeatedly 
asserted. “Why can't you?'* 

But a growing body of evidence suggests it is 
the producers who may be having a hard time 
teUi^ tire difference between their apologist 
fantasy and grim reality. 

The evidence, say those who study violence in 
culture, is unassailable: Hunfoeds of studies in 
recent decades have revealed a direct cotrelatioo 
between exposure to. media violence — now 
including video games — and increased ag- 
gression. 

This is not because people canoot distinguish 
between r^ty and fantasy, but because ul- 
traviolet media systematicaliy eiuploy the psy- 
chological tectardques of desesitizatioo, con- 
fotioning and vicanous learning.

The resident lawyers and accountants 
de p end heavily on insurance business, 
aiM the constnicticui trades have sddom 
been busier. Not far from tbe Bennu- 
diaoa site, an even bigger block of in- 
suranoe offices is beu^ completed. At 
mgbt, tables at Little Venice and the 
esqiensive Cafe Lido are fiOed widt 
msurance executives and their clients. 


^'Wc’d be lost without tbe insurance 
people,’* said Tullio Lombardi, an as- 
sistant manager at Lido. 

And a lot of insurance people would be 
lost without Bermuda. Mudt as Dberia 
and Panama have provided flags of con- 
venience for the world’s maritime fleets, 
Bermuda has blossmned as a convenient 
ejoeosioD d die IJ.S. insuranoe industiy. 

A self-governing British colony, it has 
. generally manag^ to steer cl^ of 
money laundering, drug smuggling and 
most of the fly-by-night floaiK^ scams 
that have tarnish other so-called tax 
havens. And it has attracted a cadre of 
techrucians from the United 
States and Eoreqw that, as govemment 
tasiness recruiters like to point out, adds 
to the ease of setdog up shop here. 

Bermuda is the lai^ of megadeals, 
where corporate polides are written that 
often kick in on^ after losses hit more 
than $100 miUioa. For the buyers and 
seUess in diis high-flying world, Ber- 
muda’s oversight is a model of restraint 
Here, the issue is financial strength. Tbe 
of day-to-day business are be- 
tween tbe insurers ai^ their customers. 
With that philosophy, Bermuda has 
become a place where aew twists in 


coverage can be worked out in a few 
days, or at worst a few weeks, rather than 
the months if not years needed in the 
United States. Bermuda’s laissez-foire 
supervision stands in sharp contrast to 
me thickets of regulation that have 
grown up in all 50 slates with the goal, 
rarely ftiUy realized, of protecting the 
smallest policyholder rather than oiling 
the wheels of commerce. 

The change is soi^g. For decades, 
Bermuda has been like a big country 
club for the East Coast golf and tennis 
set It also has been a favorite of hou- 
eymooners, with its pink-sand beaches 
and old-world atmos^ere. 

But Bermuda’s popularity is waning. 
Visitors in recent yUn have complained 
that the island is honibiy expensive — a 
coi^le of sandwiches and drinks can 
easily run S40. While peace and quiet 
were mce big selline points for Ber- 
muda, visitors today oftra complain that 
there is not much to do.

TOKYO — In a sign of how Japan's 
faltering economy is hitting even its best 
corporations, Sony Corp. on We^esday 
announced a drop in annual earnings of 
nearly 20 percent, as well as a loss in the 
final quarter, which ended March 3 1 . 

The disappointing results, including 
the fust qu^erly net loss in four years, 
came nearly two months after Sony 
dazzled investors with a flashy restruc- 
turing plan that will ay to build a busi- 
ness of "networking" and to navigate 
the company into uncharted waters — a 
global nexus of media, technology and 
information. 

Sony, the famed inventor of the tiny 
transistor radio, Che Walkman and the 
Triniiroa television, said that consol- 
idated net profit for the year was $ 1 .49 
billion, down 19.4 percent from the pre- 
vious year. 

The earnings, on slightly higher sales, 
beat the comp^y's conservative fore- 
casts. released in January. 

Operating income for the Sony group 
fell 34.9 percent from a year ago to $2.8 
billion, but the figure, while dismal, was 
close to what analysts had expected. 
Earnings per share were S3.26, down 
19.1 percent from the previous year. 

Higher costs and weaker sales in its 
electronics business took the biggest bite 
out of operating profit, while Sony's 
game business, including its PlayStation 
I, accounted for 40 percent of operating 
income and significantly improved prof- 
itability. 

Sony's music business faltered, but its 
motion picture business improved 
slightly over the prior year. 

Sony has hinted that business in the 
current quarter will also suffer and that 
the poor performance will probably ex- 
tend through the summer. By then, ana- 
lyse say, earnings will start kicking in 
from new products, such as its Vaio 
laptop computer and digital camcorders 
that use a new kind of silicon chip. 

Analysts say the worst has probably 
passed, and investors seem already to be 
forgiving Sony, the darling of high tech- 
nology in Japan, for its weak results. 
Instead, they are betting on its future. 

"Sony is trying to be a '.com' com- 
pany. supplying networking, hardware 
and content," said Hitoshi Kuriyaroa. a 
consumer technology analyst at Merrill 
Lynch Japan- "People are buying Sony' 
b^ause of its future dreams. 

NoboyuJd Idei, Sony's presidem, said 
last month that the company hoped to see 
its market capitalization double in three 
years. 

Sony is forecasting sales of 6i5 irilliDn 
yen (£$4.2 billion) for the current fi- 
aancial year, which ends on March 31. 
2(XX), and net profit of 1 10 billion yen. 
which is 44 percent lower than last 
year's performance. 

Analysis say that because of the rough 
road yet ahead this year and because of 
tbe challenge of transforming the com- 
pany over the next few years, the best 
way to increase share prices will be not 
so much by increasing profits as in- 
creasing perceptions of its long-term po- 
tential. 

So some suggest that Mr. Idei is trying 
to position Sony as a media technology 
concept stock valued for its growth po- 
tential. Sony’s share price has climbed 
about 35 percent since March 1 on in-

Still odiers have been deti^ted to 
have Bermuda sharing the mmket frv 
straioqjberic coverages so they are 
not faced widi either taking on more 
risk than diey can comfortably handle 
or dtsappoiating corporate clients. 

“Ttw other insurers need Ber- 
muda as much as Bermuda needs 
them.” said Sharda Cterwoo. an in- 
surance spttialist at Ernst ft Young, 
the international accounting firm. 


In die slimmed-dowo, cosumuzed 
world of Bennudian insurance, there 
are fewer protections for corporate 
customers. For exan^le, most Ber- 
ttuidian poUcies lequiie that di^tes 
be wotl^ out in binding axbitr^on, 
rather than in the courts. Also, in the 
United States msuFets are reqaired 
to contribute to a so-called guarantee 
fimd in each stale tiiat provides 
money to claims if an insurance 

cmiqrany collapses. In Berraoda, 
there is no guarutee fund. 

But Bermuda has no short^e of 
cnstomers. For many of its clients, 
die ability to work out new coverage 
quickly to solve an immediate in- 
surance and to take on 

enormous risk outwmgbs cmicern 
about a fonim for resolving disputes 
that may never maiceriaUze. 

The foundations for Bennnda's 
insurance iodostiy^wete laid shortly 
after World War u. That was when 
U.S. corporations realized th^ 
could save money with a paper 
device known as a captive insurance 
company, which enwles a corpo- 
ration to effectively sell itself in- 
surance and deduct the premiums 
from its taxable income. And for tax 
and regulatory reasons as well as 
Bermuda’s reputation for probiQ'. 
many U.S. corporations b^an re- 
gistering their c^tives in Bermuda. 
Today, there are ronghly 1 AOO 
tives in Bermnda, more than any- 


where else in the world. 

But it took a few decades before 
tbe first big mainstream Bermudian 
msaranoe crtnTpanieg were created. 
They began in ibe mid-1980s widi 
New York money, knowle^e and 
rifiii Wh^ traditional in- 
surera cat back on htglMnd cov-

The British bank will increase its 
ownership gradually through 2005, 
eventually owning about 82 percent 
of Nakomthon, Thailand's second 
oldest bank. The remaining 18 per- 
cent will be held by the Wanglee 
family, the current controllers, 
the Bank of Thailand's Financial In- 
stitutions Developn^t Fund. 

The transaction is subject to Fi- 
nance Ministry approval, regulatory 
clearance and the approval of Na- 
komthon shareholders. 

“Despite the current economic 
situation in Thailand and elsewhere 
in the region. Standard Chartered is 
confident about the long-term pros- 
pects for the country," said Rajia 
Talwar. the group chief executive of 
Slanda^ Ct^ered. 

Last week Standard Chartered 
signed a conditional agreement to 
buy PT' Bank Bali of Indonesia, the 
first significant foreign investment 
in the nation’s banking sector since 
the government began to restructure 
and recapitalize the lending system.

“This is a one-off chance to get 
into the Korean market." said Tim 
Ferdinand, deputy managing direc- 
tor at CLSA ^uit)' Capii^ Markets 
Ltd., which is advising the govern- 
ment on the sale of each of the 
insurance companies up for .sale 
with the exception of Korea Life. 

South Korea's insurance market 
is growing more than twice as fast as 
the U.S. market.

WINDHOEK, Namibia — Namibia’s paitic- 
ipatiem in the Rugby World Cup tiiis year could be 
in danger because of an escriating racial dispute, a 
leading Namibian official said Wednesday.

“The Worid Cup is actually in jeopardy unless 
something very serious b^pens,'^ said 
Persendt, the Sports Comnussion c haiprvgn “We 
have had a lot of veil^ promises and written 
agreements from the NRU, but there is just no 
inqilementation.' '

Veteran Chinese Director Peels Away His Masks

N ew YORK — Wu Tianming 
is well acquainted with the 
whims of fortune: During the 
1980s, as an acclaimed director, 
he headed Xian Film Studio, the 
cradle of the New Chinee 
Cinema, which burst upon the in- 
temational scene with the force of 
a revelation. Less than a decade 
later, he was reduced to running a 
video store in Los Alleles. 

Today, Wu, at 60, is once again 
working as a director in China. On 
a recent visit to New Y(uk, he 
looked back on these twists of fate 
with lemaifcable good humor. 
Whai's the secret m his equan- 
imity? “I'm very easy-going," he 
explained through a ttanslatw. ‘T 
have no heart and no lungs." 
Meaning? “I don’t let things get to 
me. There's an old Chinese poem 
that says, 'If you’ve been throu^ 
the big wave of the ocean, the quiet 
water of the river cannot disturb 
you anymore.’” 

“The King of Masks," Wu's 
first film in a d e cade, opens in New 
York on May 9. Set in Sichuan 
province in the 1 930s, it follows an 
itinerant street perfonxier. Old 
Wang (^n Xu), who cams a mea- 
gCT hving astounding crowds with 
his skill at ‘ 'changing faces. ’ ’ 
Usu^ elaborate sleight of hood, 
practitioners of this folk ait change 
masks as if by magic. Master Lliang 
(Zhao Zbigang), a celebrated fe- 
male impersonator in a local opera 
company, admires Wang's aitisizy, 
but Wang declines the ofTer to join 
Lliang 's wealthy troupe. 

Instep he longs for a male heir 
to inherit the secrets of his skin. On 
the black market, Wang meets 
Doggie (Zhou Ren-yzng), a 7-year- 
old put up for sale by his destitute 
fatlOT. An ecstatic Wang buys him, 
but soon discovers that bis new 
“grandson" is really a girl, an in- 
appropriate heir and a worthl^ 
creature oa the scale of Oiina's 
social values. 


There his troubles begin. Dog- 
gie and Wang suffer extreme mis- 
fortune, but they are bound by love 
and by their common fate as out- 
casts. 

Wu was born in China’s Ap- 
palachia, the poverty-stricken, 
agrarian nordi of Shaanxi 
province. He began his career in 
the province’s capital as an actor 
at Xian Film Stndio; in 1966, 
when the Cultural Revolution 
short-circuited his plans to study 
film in Beijing, he ^nt years at 
home reading about fibnmaking in 
secret 

“Many educational bocAs were 
destroyed, but film aaauals were 
spared, beirause film (tidn't seem to 
matter much,” he said. '"And then, 
there were so many books, the Cul- 
tural Revolution people could not 
burn them all." 

During those dark years, Wu’s 
father, a former revolutionary and 
devot^ government official, died 
Portly alter being jailed on 
trump^-up charges of treason. 
Wu himsftif sufiered public hu- 
miliation. In bis 1987 film, "The 
Old Well,'’ a young man dies in a 
tragic accident; party officials at- 
tend the fiioer^ to report allega- 
tions of his licentious behavior. 
“That's what those times were 
like," Wu said. “People would 
even accuse the dead." 

When the Cultural Revolution, 
subsided, Wu was finally able to 
attend the Beijing Film Academy. 
Afier gradnating in 1976. he re- 
turned to Xian and received his first 
solo directing credit for "River 
Without Buoys" (1982), a spec- 
tacnlar popular success al^t three 
men who share Aeir e^qwriences of 
tbe Cultural Revoiotiofl as they pi- 
lot a raft down the Pushui River. 

Two years later he made “Life," 
which focuses on a village school- 
teacher who is tom between his 
intellectual urban aspirations and 
his love for a peasant woman. 

As the head of Xian Film Studio, 
Wu promoted artistic fieedom; 
he was open to the fresh ideas and

daring approaches of younger di- 
rectors. hIs film “The Old Well," 
about a man striving to find a new 
source of water for a village nestled 
high in stony mountains, starred a 
young actor named Zhang Yimou. 

Zirang is better known as amem- 
ber of me “Hfth Geoetation'* of 
Chinese dizectocs, who got tiieir 
stait at Xian Film Studio and west 
on to capture worid attention.
